FACTS for FARMERS

ECONOMIES IN RAISING 
BROOD SOWS 

It {s always a sound practice to 
introduce changes into the feeding | 
and management program piucl 
will reduce the cost of pork pro- 
duction, without in any way af- 
fecting the performance of the 
brood sow and her litter, states 
Prof. R. P. Forshaw, Department 
of Animal Husbandry, Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College. 


First of all, the use of hand feed- 
ing rather than self-feeders will 
result in a saving. If self-feeders 
are used, it is necessary to add 
bulky materials such as oats, wheat 
bran, or alfalfa to the ration in 
order to reduce the intake of en-| 
ergy. This is done to prevent the | 
sows from becoming overfat. These | 
high-fibre feeds are frequently al- 
most as expensive as the higher 
energy grains. While good results | 
'can be obtained by hand feeding 
a smaller amount of high energy 
sow ration during the main part 
of the gestation period, it is still 


desirable to use a somewhat bulk- 
fer ration just prior to farrowing. 
Six pounds per day of well-bal- 
anced sow ration is adequate for 
brood sows. Sows on self-feeders 
frequently eat much more than 
this amount. 

For the past three years the 
Animal Husbandry Department of 
the Ontario Agricultural College 
has been experimenting with . the 
use‘of either grass or corn silage 
in the brood sow ration. Results} 
have shown that, if a balanced 
ration is being used, which pro- 
vides a measure of extra fortifi- | 
cation, up to one third of the gram | 
ration may be replaced by either 
corn silage or grass silage. Sows 
on the corn silage plus sow ration 
gain about one and a half pounds 
per day. but thig slower gain a 
no way affects their performance. 
The pigs farrowed are equal in| 
strength, and because the silage is 
cheaper than the sow ration which 
it replaces, this does result in 
cheaper pigs at weaning.

Other most popular feeding con- 
traptions: A bag shaped piece of 
chicken wire in which large chunks 
of suet are placed and which are 
suspended from the branches of a 
tree. Almost all birds like suet. 

Many district farmers use spilled 
and mixed grain to feed the water- 
| fowl which fly inland from French- 
| man’s Bay or Lake Ontario seeking 
easy pickings; some average as high 
as © bug a day to keep the birds a- 
live through the winter.

“Mommy, we're going to be all 


burnt up!” 

Those were the alarming words 
which greeted Mrs. Ross Lane, 125 
Regent St. on Tuesday when her 
4-year-old boy Harry came racing 
downstairs to tell her the house was 
afire. And the prediction might 
have come true if the fire depart- 
ment hadn’t moved in with telling 
effectiveness. In a matter of min- 
utes the fire was under control and 
a Short time later protective tarps 
were being laid over ground floor 
furniture and mopping up operations 
were in progre 

But the brevity of the fire didn't 
prevent it from being destructive. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lane said they lost 
mast of their clothing, some of it 
virtually brand new, when the fire 
ate its way Chrough their upstairs 
bedroom clothes closet. 

The fire the second mis- 
fortune to strike the Lane family 
in a few days. Their infant. son 
Michael, is in Peterborough Civic 
Hospital at the present time where 
he is being treated for a virus in- 
fection 

Mrs. Lane told “The Post” she had 


was 


no idea how the fire was started. 

To-day (Wednesday) is the 
birthday of the boy wno sounded 
the alarm when fire threatened the 
two-storey, shingle-sided dwelling 
at the west end of Regent St. 

“Thank goodness it didn’t start at 
night!” Mrs. Lane declared while 
she was worrying out loud about 
where they would eat lunch and 
where they would spend the night.

Fire Chief Watson 
expressed regret that there weren't 
quite enough farpauling: to cover 
everything. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lane will be known 
to many people in the Oakwood and 
Woodville district where he spent his 
boyhood.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; We have a 
problem. To operate or not to op- 
erate. Our only daughter of 14 has 
been diagnosed as having an over- 
active thyroid. For months she has 
been quite nervous and has been 
complaining of palpitation.- She 
hasn’t been able to play with the 
other children because of shortness 
of breath. We took her to two doc- 
tors. Each agreed on the diagnosis: 


Hyperthyroidism. Her metabolic 
rate is over 40 and her protein- 
bound iodine is high. 

But the doctors don’t agree on 
what tyeatment is best. One says: 
Operate. The other says: Treat her 


conservatively with drugs. Naturally 
we are in a turmoil about it. Any 
advice you can give will be greatly 
appreciated—Mrs. S. L. K. 

ANSWER; Of course you realize 
that I can't make the decision. Each 
case is one unto itself; you can’t 
treat all patients “by the book.” 
However, I will say this — As you 
have already experienced, there are 
two schools of thought. Whether or 
not to operate will depend entirely 
upon the judgment of your doctors. 

As you are still uncertain which 
course to follow, I suggest thal you 
tell this lo your doctors. And ask 
them jointly, to decide on asking an- 
other physiclan (one who is an au- 
thority on thyroid diseases) in con- 
sultation. Then, have fith in their 
considered judgment, 

For example, from the magazine 
“Spectrum” let me give you the op- 
inions of two highly respected doct- 
ors in the thyroid field, 

Dr. Solomon Silver, Chief of the 
Thyroid Clinic in Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital, New York City, says: “In 
these instances we use the anti- 
thyroid drugs—the thiourea derivat- 
ives and methimazole. If children 
can be tided over in this fashion un- 
til about 16 or 17 years of age, the 
possibility of spontaneous cure 1s 
taken advantage of and it may not 
be necessary to carry out another 
form of therapy.” 

And here the of Dr. 
Bentley P. Colcock, from the Depart- 
ment of Surgery, Lahey Clinic, Bos- 
ton: “Hyperthyroidism is dangerous 
for anyone, and in these young peo- 
ple it has serious effects on their 
whole constitution and development, 

“Their disease is not borderline, 
as it often is in the patient 30 or 
40 years old. Jt is really active dis- 
ease with exopthalmos, weight loss

SOMETHING TO GET ITS TEETH INTO 

In the Ontario Legislature's Throne Speech this 
week it was noted that the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission had made good progress during the past 
year. Be this as it may, it is apparent that there is 
need of the commission's services in connection with 
the acute shortage of water which has been plaguing 
Victoria and Ontario counties (and quite possibly 
several others) for years. * 

The water supply situation has altered drastically 
in many parts of rural Ontario during recent years 
with the advent of modern plumbing to farm and vil- 
lage homes. Wells and cisterns which used to be quite 
adequate for all normal requirements now fall short of 
the demands being made upon them. In a word, there 
is an urgent need to augment these supplies, especially 
in the soft water field because wells for drinking sup- 
plies would quite probably be adequate if no other de- 
mands were made upon them. 

There are several relatively simple ways in which 
this end could be achieved and the only amazing part 
about the situation is that it is permitted to continue 
year in and year out without remedial action. Here is 
something for either the Water Resources Commission 
or the people most acutely affected to ‘get their teeth 
into” and do something effective about. 


A NEW NAME... 

It has again been suggested that a new name be 
sought for the Victoria County Home for the Aged. 
The suggestion was advanced by Ex-warden Ray Web- 
ster of Mariposa at the inaugural meeting of Victoria 
County Council. 

The idea has been expressed before but nothing 
has ever been done about it, even though it is a worthy 
suggestion and one which merits consideration. 

Any desire for a distinctive name for the county 
residence probably stems from the fact that it has 
been referred to in derogatory terms on occasion. 
Some people used to call it the “poor house”, others 
the “house of refuge" and so forth, names which were 
not pleasant to have associated with relatives or friends 
who have been taken under its sheltering wing. They 
were names, too, which weren't especially apt nor 
were they always applicable ... Many people who go 
to the home for the aged are not poverty stricken, in 
fact few are in these days of multiple social security 
benefits. 

Perhaps the best way to determine a new name 
for the home would be to suggest say half a dozen 
suitable titles and then place them before the elect- 
orate of each municipality as a question in the next 
election period. The name receiving the largest num- 
ber of votes would, of course, be conferred on the home 
at the inaugural meeting of the 1960 County Council. 

Have you a better suggestion for selecting-a new 
name for the home, if we are going to be serious about 
this re-christening business? 


IT WILL NEVER WORK... 


The Ontario Retail Merchants Association is seek- 
ing to have the Shop and Factories Act amended to 
stipulate hours of closing for retail stores. The as- 
sociation is recommending that all stores remain closed 
on Monday and be closed by 7 p.m. from Tuesday to 
Saturday, except for Friday night when they would 
be permitted to remain open until 9 p.m. 

Experience has shown that laws of this sort are 
unworkable . Business, retail or otherwise, is some- 
thing for which hours of operation cannot be success- 
fully legislated. es are too many factors involyed, 
especially as they affeét the economics of the business. 

The number of hours an employee can be expected 
to work are currently subject to legislation but the 


hours a businessman chooses to personally devote to~ 


welfare of his own business is a ‘horse of a different 
colour’.” A ‘bucking broncho’ might be a more apt 
term because there isn’t the least doubt in the world 
that any attempt to tell a businessman how long he 
can work at his own trade will be met with consider- 
able bucking. 


OPS ON THE OPPOSITION 

. Ops Township is apparently on the opposition side 
when it comes to annexation of some of its territory. 
This, in view of the exceedingly ambitious plans of 
Lindsay, was only to be expected. If the Town had 
been more conservative in its annexation goal it is 
doubtful if Ops would have been so strenuously opposed 
to the idea but the fact that its councillors has shown 
they intend to conserve their property may prompt 
Lindsay to moderate its demands. 

Of course it would be wrong to suggest that Ops 
represents the only opposition to the large-scale under- 
taking which was proposed in the annexation maneu- 
ver. Many Lindsay people have had grave misgivings 
about the move since it was first announced that such 
a wide area was to be incofporated into the town,

Percy John Taylor, beloved hus- 
band of Matilda Young, entered in- 
to rest after a short illness in the 
Ross Memorial Hospital, Lindsay, 
on January 22nd, 1959 at the age 
of 71 years.

Bandsmen freeze to aid science 
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An article appearing in the To- 
ronto papers recently under the 
heading “A Real Cool Band Wor- 
ries Ottawa,” should prove inter- 
esting to the Lindsay members of 
both the Lindsay Kinsmen Band 
and also the Kawartha Kavallers. 
Tt seems that several excellent mili- 
tary. bands have experienced em- 
barrassing breakdowns recently due 
to the cold. Worst experience of all 
took place when the band struck 
up “God Saye the Queen” on open- 
ing day, in front of the legislative 
chambers, and produced nothing 
more than a bass drum éolo. 

Called in by the Defense Research 
Board, Maj. M. Scott, head of Army 
bands in Canada, will conduct — 
probably the worst band concert ev- 
er played, in the cold room norm- 
ally used for testing military equip- 
ment, near Ottawa. The music tests 
will be in two parts—one to deter- 
mine what conditions the instru- 
ments can stand, and one to deter- 
mine what the bandsmen themselves 
can stand. Maj. Scott reports that 
the trombones, trumpets and bass 
instruments give the most trouble, 
and hazards for the wood-winds are 
stiffness of the fingers and facial 
muscles of the musicians. He feels 
that many fine bands are unfairly 
criticized because of poor perform- 
ances in cold weather, and it is 
hoped that these sclentifically-re- 
corded cold weather concerts may 
lead to some solution. Members of 
the Lindsay bands have many times 
experienced the same situation, and 
as Maj. Scott says “People say, 
what's wrong with that dam 
band?” * 

Bandsmen across Canada will 
doubt be awaiting the results o! 
these tests, which are believed to be 
the first ever held. Many Lindsay 
people will remember Maj. Scott 
as a local boy, who recelyed his 
early musical training with the orig- 
inal Lindsay Boy’s Band. :

Permit me to maxe three per- 
sonal observations relevant, I be- 
lieve, to the future of the YMCA 
in Canada. These persona] obser- 
vations are largely unsupported by 
facts, and not designed to illus- 
trate the whole picture nor to be| 
entirely fair to Canada and her 
youth. 


() One distinct impression I 
have is that Canada is a country 
of “the slow-down” and the USSR 
and China are countries of “the 


speed-up.” There seem to have 
grown in our culture — almost 
without our awareness of the 
growth — tacit understandings or 


agreements on certain ceilings of 
personal effort beyond which we 
will not go, and these ceilings get 
lower every decade. 


(2) A second area in which we 
appear to be at a disadvantage is 
that of belief: the USSR and China 
appear clear and committed, we 
appear vague and indifferent. When 
one talks with the youth of the) 
Soviet Union and China, one can- 
not but be impressed with the fact 
that not only are they clear and 
lucid in explaining their beliefs but 
that they hold these beliefs with 
deep conviction. The devotion of 
Soviet and Chinese youth to com- 
munist dogma is as terrifying to 
witness as that of the young Nazis 
two decades ago.

(3) A third area im which we 
appear, superticially at least, at oN 
disadvantage is that communist 
citizens feel related to all aspects!

to use questionnaires to determine 
what these interests are, and to 
say to boys in club meetings, “What 
would you like to do today?” Now 
the great weakness of this ap- 
proach is that youth can only 
identify as “interests” those things 
with which they had had some ex- 
perience — either in, fact or in 
imagination. It is interesting for 
a teacher to know this but such 
information hardly provides him 
with the content for a school cur- 
riculum or for a YMCA program. 
Youth have not the knowledge, the 
wisdom or the experience to build 
such a curriculum or program. And 
in many schools and YMCA’s we 
have acted as if they did. 


A second weakness is that the 
YMCA has been seeking to become 
all things to all people. There are 
YMCA programs for both sexes 
almost from the cradle to the 
graye and in almost every area of 
human endeavour. I do not believe 
that as some critics have said, 
“the YMCA has become a giant 
revolving door” but there is some 
truth in the accusation that the 
Association has spread itself too 
thin, that it seeks to do too many 
things and that in so doing, it 
has lost force.

Performance Tested Animals 
Feature Beef Bull Sale 


W. P. Watson, Ontario Live Stock 
Commissioner and Secretary of the 
Ontario Beef Cattie Improvement 
Association, reported today that 296 
animals have been entered in this 
year's annual sale of beef bulls 
which will be held on March 4 and 
5 in the Royal Winter Fair Build- 
ings, Toronto. 

Herefords Jead in numbers with 
135 bulls being entered for sale, 
Shorthorns are second with 131 be- 
ing entered while the Aberdeen An- 
gus breed are represented by 30 
entries. 


Interesting feature of this year's 
sale is the fact that one third of 
the animals offered are performance 
tested with the record indicating a 
gain of 2.30 pounds per day. Enter- 
ed in the sale are 55 performance 
tested Herefords; 40 Shorthorns and 
4 Aberdeen Angus. In addition it 
is expected that 24 other consigned 
bulls will complete the test before 
the sale is held. 


Shorthorns are scheduled to be 


judged on the evening of Tuesday, | 


March 3rd and sell on Wednesday, 
March 4th. Aberdeen Angus and 
Hereford show 
March 4th, immediately following 
the Shorthorn sale and sell on 
Thursday, March 5th. Sales com- 
mence at 10 am. each day.

tions: first, the type of tractor; 
and second, the make and model. 
There are three main types of 
tractor; three-point tricycle, sult- 
able primarily for row-crop cuiti- 
vation, but sometimes less stable 
across rolling land than other 
types. four-wheel type, generaily 
more stable on rolling land than 
the three-point tricycle type put 
generally not as adaptable to row- 
crop cultivation; and finally, the 
track-type or crawler type, useful 
on steep slopes, and on loose and 
wet soils, but probably not as 
versatile as the other two types. 

All types can be obtained in a 
large range of sizes. Only a few 
companies make all three types 
of tractors, many make the tricycle 
and four-wheel types, and a few 
companies make only the track 
type. 


The local dealer is an important 
factor in the selection of any trac- 
tor. The farmer who intends to 
buy a tractor should consider the 
local dealer’; reliability, his repu- 
tation for prompt and adequate 
service, and his facilities for un- 
dertaking major repairs. 

There is some advantage in buy- 
ing a type and make of tractor 
that is common in the area, since 
normally spare parts will be eas- 
ier to get, service work should not 
be unduly difficult, and the trade- 
in value of the tractor may be 
higher. It may also make possible 
the exchange between neighbors of 
equipment which is developed to 
be used with the particular make 
of tractor. z 


All tractors made today are good 
machines, but a farmer should 
weigh carefully his requirements 
and the features of any tractor he 
“considers buying, in order to make 
sure he secures the tractor best 
suited to his particular operation.

GROUNDWORK.... 

Perhaps some of our readers are among those 
who see snowplows travelling along the highways of 
the district when there isn’t any snow falling and have 
been inclined to be critical of what seems like waste 
motion. But in reality these ‘dry’ runs aren't so dry 
at all... The plows are ‘mowing’ back and keeping 
the way clear for more effective snow removal when 
the next big blow moves in. 

Those of us who can think back a matter of two 
decades can recall that snow-plowing was a pretty 
amateurish sort of business. A really'good blow would 
plug the roads solid and it might be several hours be- 
fore even main highways were open to traffic. People 
caught in storms at points close to Lindsay sometimes 
found it impossible to return ta their home base and 
had to take refuge at the nearest place. This seldom 
happens any more and for the most part our highways 
and many of the lesser roads are kept completely open 
the winter through. This seems to indicate that the 
groundwork done when the snow is not falling pays 
good dividends when the clouds lower, snow falls 
heavily and the wild winds drift it into great banks as 
though in an attempt to foul up man’s modern conyey- 
ances. 

Next time critical feelings of the Dept. of High- 
ways snowploughing activities arise, it might be a 
good idea to follow a plow and its crew on their mis- 
sion when there's a good gale blowing and the roads 
are filling in. Criticism would probably soon give way 
to appreciation of the service they render and the ef- 
ficiency with which they operate.

I have just received what I con- 
sider an important news release 
for the National Committee for 
Consumer Protection. All house- 
wives should read what I intend 
to quote here. They will learn to| 
think of cockroaches as being more | 
than “nuisances” to be ashamed 
of; and look upon thém as an} 
actual “danger” to the health of| 
the family. 

“According to entomologists, 250,- | 
000,000 years ago the roach was 
a dominent form of land animal | 
existing on earth. Today, despite | 
modern technology and scientific | 
advances, the common cockroach is | 
still hanging on tenaciously. In 
the light of a recent report pre- 
pared for the Smithsonian Insti- 
tue by Drs. Roth and Willis of} 
the Pioneering and Research Divi 
sion, U.S. Quartermasters, Natick, | 
Mass., this tenactity may have far- | 
reaching implications. | 

“For the roach which infiltrates 
into the home through chacks in| 
the walls or floor. or is carried pigay | 
back in beverage cases and gro-| 
ceries from the neighborhood store | 
may well be an insidious vector | 
of viruses. | 

“According to the Smithsonian | 
report, the most complete com- 
Pilation of documentary material 
ever assembled on this ubject, the} 
roach can carry,and conyey a yar-|

jety of diseases. In hot weather, | 
the most common of these ure 


dysentary, enteric fever, summer 
diarrhea and food poisoning. | 
“A similar report by the U. 5. 
Department of Agriculture notes | 
that roaches carry the germs o:| 
gastroentertis and. Salmonella, and) 
serves as a vector (carrier) of or-| 
ganisms such as hookworm.” 
Poliomyelitis virus has been found 
occurring naturally in wild-caught 
roaches. The Department of Com- 
merce reports that roach excre- 
tions are responsible for spoiling 
millions of dollars “worth of food 
each year. They can ruin food sim- | 
ply by crawling over it: “In their 
wake, they leave an almost un- 
detectable excrement which both 
spoils food and contaminates it.”

LIFE INSURANCE PRESIDENTS 
ON THE INFLATION THREAT 

Presidents of our chartered banks 
at the recently held annual meet- 
ings of these institutions, united’ 
in warnings that the threat of in- 
flation was by far the most ser- 
ious national problem today. Dur- 
ing the past week or so, the leading 
life insurance companies have been 
holding their annual meetings. and 
the presidents of these institutions 
have added their volces to those of 
the bankers. 


‘Pointing, at the annual meeting 
last week of the Canada Life As- 
surance Company, to the paradoxi- 
cal nature of the economic picture 
in Canada today, E. C, Gill, presi- 
dent of the company said: 

“This mixture of favorable and 
unfavorable influences in the Can- 
adian economy has produced per--| 
plexing cross-currents; these are 
likely to continue in the coming 
months. The navigation of these 
difficult waters wil] require wise 
judgment and resolute action by 
all concerned — government busi- 
ness and labour. Otherwise Canada 
may be headed for a recession of

There is real concern over how 
we can proceed toward a balanced 
budget, when many of the increased 
government expenditures are not of 
a temporary nature.” 

In the course of hig comments 
on inflation the Canada Life presi- 
dent E. C. Gill, made the point that 
government does not create wealth; 
it can only distribute it. If, he said, 
it attempts to pay out more than 
it collects in taxes, this leads in- 
evitably to inflation. 

“Government, action alone,” he 
went on to say, “cannot defeat 
inflation, but the efforts of all 
other elements in the community 
are nullified if government does- 
n't set the lead by putting its own 
‘fiscal and monetary house in or- 
der. Even worse, the lack of such 
government leadership engenders 
| Psychological fear in countless in- 
dividuals and corporations whose 
consequent actions will result in 
inflation.” 

Pointing to the policies of the 
British government, which have not 
| yet beaten inflation but at least 
have lessened the immediate threat, 
the Canada Life resident said: 

“In brief, contrary to what many

A sweet smile and a wag of the 
finger is no longer sufficient to in- 
duce a new industry to town. That's 
the opinion of Industrial Chairman 
Mel De Groat who told Lindsay 
Council this week that an industry — 
“must be wanted” and the degree of 
being wanted is often measured in — 
monetary and other tangible bene- 
fits. 

In a report of his committee’s ac- 
tivities to date and an outline of 
projected -plans. Mr. De Groat told 
councillors, quote: i 

“This past week I was afforded 
the opportunity of visiting with an- 
other industrialist who could be con- 
sidered as a very likely prospect to 
set up operations here in Lindsay. 
However I would warn you against 
over-optimism because there are 
several bridges yet to be crossed be- 
fore we have clear sailing ahead. It 
is to be hoped that these negotia- 
tions will eventually reach a success- 
ful conclusion. T may say that just 
as soon as the correct information 
lis available your Committe will be 
glad to Keep you advised. 

“However. gentlemen. I must 
warn you that before any industry 
will contemplate coming to Lind- 
say, or any other town, they first 
of all must be wanted. Under present 
conditions the degree of any towns’ 
“wanting or desire” for industry is 
‘often measured in monetary oe 
other tangible benefits that will bi 
available. Every city, town, aa 
hamlet, is on the march to secure 
industrial development and expan- 
sion, The fact that Lindsay is sit- 
uated at the gateway to one of Can- 
}ada’'s best yacationlands and is a 
{ nice town to live in, is not induce- 
; ment enough to draw industrialists 
or any other type of business to our 
area. "These men are sharp business- 
men and the present competition 
for their business places them in a 
wonderful buyer's market. Cheap 
land—well sefviced—and with a 
minimum of expenditure is one of 
their first demands. 

“There are innumerable other re- 
quests that these men want and 
we must be prepared to negotiate 
and at least go as far as we can to 
meet their demands or we are just 
wasting our time. Gone is the day 
when you could bring in industry by 
just smiling sweetly and wagging 
your finger. There is g saying “to 
make a dollar, you must spend sa 
dollar” and this adage is only too 
true in the field of industrial de- 
velopment. 

“One of the things your Industrial 
Committee is going to undertake is 
to study the ways and means by 
which we can make Lindsay more 
attractive for industrial expansion 
while at the same time following up 
all possible, leads. However we must 
not lose Sight of thé fact that we ~ 
also must look after the wants and 
needs of our present industry be= 
cause we have to remember that “a 
bird in the hand is worth two in the 
bush.” 

“Let us warn you, gentleman, that 
Some of the methods may cost us 
money, therefore it will come back 
|to us and the people of the town 


| to decide just how badly we want in- 
dustry and how far we are prepared 
to go in an attempt to bring it here, 
| Therefore I ask you to seriously con- 
sider this matter and be prepared to 
give a clear cut decision when the 
Problem is presented to you.”

Editorial 


BINGO! ' 
Bingo fs in the news again and this is not sur- 


prising. The game has come to be a big time opera- 
tion in this part of Canada and the stakes, far from be- 
ing within the ‘occasional’ bingo’s restricted limit, often 
run into the thousands of dollars, new cars and so forth. 
Anything under a $100 win is ‘small potatoes’ for the 
people who really pursue the game. 

The warning of Toronto operators by Magistrate 
Bick earlier this week is something which has been ex- 
pected for a long time because it has been apparent 
that bingo games were no longer small, once-in- 
awhile operations being operated for charitable pur- 
poses. Someone was bound to speak out sooner or 
later and they did. What will be achieved as a result 
is another matter. 

It seems that those charged with interpreting the 
Jaw in respect to bingo games find it difficult to place 
a clear interpretation on the word ‘occasional’ as re- 
ferred to in that section of the Criminal Code dealing 
with such matters. However, without attempting to 
define the meaning of the word and without dealing 
with the game in any other respect, it seems that the 
dictionary definition of the word ‘occasional’ should 
really be revised if the frequency with which the game 
is now played on television and elsewhere is truly 


‘occasional’. 

The dictionary meaning of the word ‘occasional’ 
as of now reads as follows: “Of or pertaining to an 
occasion or occasions: acting, met with, or occurring 
now and then; casual; incidental; also infrequent.” 


WITH ALL DUE RESPECT .... 

With all due respect to Mr. L. A. Waddell or any 
other member of the Lindsay Hydro Commission we 
believe it is incorrect procedure to hold meetings of a 
public body in a private residence. We respectfully 
suggest that the idea be abandoned once and for all time. 
The place to hold public meetings is in a public place 
where all or any people interested may attend. 

Hydro, whether at the provincial or the municipal 
level, is public business and should be conducted as 
such. It has a monopoly on electricity in Ontario and 
has absolutely no competition in the field, but this 
should neither make it autocratic nor cause it to for- 
get for a moment that it is a ‘public enterprise’ and 
therefore is public property. This is a fact which seems 
to be overlooked by the local commission from time to 
time. 

It will be argued that it is in competition with 
natural gas and doesn’t wish to tip its hand butthis is 
only a half-truth ... Natural gas isn’t selling electricity, 
so all hydro has to worry about is making sure its ser- 
vices and rates are the best possible for the commodity 
it is selling ... There is no competition as such and the 
fear which seems to be entertained in Lindsay hydro 
circles is entirely unwarranted. 

However, hydro in Lindsay was unfriendly to the 
Press long before natural gas arrived on the scene and 
it was a long time before it could be persuaded to offic- 
jally notify the papers of coming regular meetings, a 
practice which has had temporary lapses in the mean- 
time. Frankly, it seems to distrust the Press and some 
members of the commission have shown a great reluc- 
tance to stand up for the rights of the public. This re- 
luctance is emphasized when members assent to pro- 
posals that the Press be excluded from certain meet- 
ings or portions thereof. 

The Press is ready to co-operate with hydro but it 
is not willing to be submissive to the point of being given 
the “brush-off’ and being made to feel uncomfortable 
if it attends the commission’s meetings. When this 
sort of thing shows its head, it is time for a change 
and we are going to suggest a change. We suggest to 
His Worship, and members of Council, that steps be 
taken to bring about a change in the method of elect- 
ing members to the hydro commission and the length 
of time which they may continue to serve, This would 
prevent, or help to prevent, members from forgetting 
their public obligations. 


THIS MAY COME AS A SURPRISE ....- 

It may come as a surprise but it seems to be a fact 
that the Lindsay Hydro System is publicly-owned in 
name only, at least that is the conclusion which is 
drawn from the actions of some of those who are 
elected to manage its affairs. And this is borne out in 
other respects also, especially insofar as the local 
system's relation to the Ontario tlydro Commission 1s 
concerned. 

At the local level we have already had clear evidence 
that some members of the commission are ‘‘secrecy- 
minded”... They like to do business under cover of 
closed meetings at the same time expecting that when 
they emerge with some proposition to sell the public, 
they will be accorded public sympathy. This is parti- 
to 


cularly apparent with the advent of natural ¢ 
Lindsay, a development which has obviously caused 
hydro some concern. In this case hydro is trying to 
encourage more people to use its service because 
they” (the people) own it, at the same time making It 
as tough as it can for the people to know what is really 
happening in “their” business ... This being achieved 
by placing obstacles in the way of the Press attending 
meetings and generally being aw kard about giving out 
information. (As a matter of interest, this newspaper 
has found it easier to get direct answers to questions 
relating to the business of the privately-owned Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company's Lindsay busines than it has 
to the so-called publicly-owned hydro operations 
sion when we wish- 


here). We recall one particular occ: 
ed to know the amount of rebate due the Lindsay com- 
mission from the Ontario Commission .... We got it 
from the Ontario Commission while Lindsay was mak- 
ing up its mind whether or not I would cut us in on 
“the secret”. 

\s for the powers of the local commission, they 
seem to be rigidly controlled by the Ontario Commis- 
sion. No capital expenditure can be made by the Lind- 
say Commission without the parent body's consent and 
the same thing holds true of rates... They cannot be 
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adjusted except on authority of the Ontario Commis- 
s10n. 

Lindsay hasn’t too much say in the important mat- 
ters of this business which a lot of people thought the 
town owned, has it? But this isn’t to say thac it 
couldn't have providing members of the commission de- 
cided to show their colours. We remember well one 
Commissioner (he's now Mayor of North Bay)—Merle 
Dickerson--who forced a rate reduction by his remarks 
at a nomination meeting. We need more Dickerson’s 


on today’s commission, 


| HEAVEN FORBID! A 

} CCF Leader Donald MacDonald wound up an at- 
tack on natural gas and its methods of distribution in 
the Ontario Legislature last week with an appeal for 
public ownership of natural gas distribution systems.

matter of factual history. This country as it exis 
| today is patterned on British concepts of law and 
} morality, Our system of justice is based on that of the 
Brit 
stem, our language, our literature, our economic sy- 


: our political institutions, our educational sy- 


stem, and indeed every significant aspect of our way 
| of life is firmly rooted in British origins, 
fvery immigrant to this country, from whatever 
} part of the world, accepts these basic principles when 
| he is granted Canadian citizenship, and should regard 
the Union Jack in the hoist of the Canadian flag as 
their symbol. There is no implied subservience to 
Britain or things British in the Red Ensign; rather it 
is a heraldic reminder of the origin of our proudest 
institutions, 
The Canadian coat of arms in the fly sets our flag 
apart, distinct from that of any other nation. The 
| French fleur de lis in the coat of arms is a token of the 
other, and older, culture embodied in the Canadian 
way of life, and which traces tts origin back to the very 
beginnings of the Canadian nation It is fitting that 
this symbol should be included in eur national flag. 
We do not ask for any new Canadian flag. “We 
have such a flag already, borne proudly by Canadians 
in both war and peace, and universally recognized as 


the national flag of this great country. It is a beauti- 


ful flag, a beloved flag, an honored flag. Let us make 
it now an official flag.

A Haliburton veneer plant ts 
threatening to close down because It 
cammot reach an agreement with 
the union which has been certified 
as the employees’ bargaining agent. 

Tt has been announced in Hali- 
burton that the W. O. Bailey & Sons 
Ltd. veneer plant will cease opera- 
tions on March 7th, throwing 22 
People out of employment. } 

According to sources close to the 
situation, the firm, which became 
a iimited company under a new di- 
rectorate as of January 1, has not 
been able to come to terms with the 
International Wood Workers of 
America, the certified bargaining 
agent for the employees. Prom 
what information we have it would 
appear the trouble stems not from 
the question of wages, out of union 
security. 


Spends $250,000 Annually 
In Local Area 

“W. O. Bailey & Sons Ltd, ts the 
largest employer of labor in the 
village of Haliburton and it would 
appear the veneer mill is the main 
branch of their operations. | 

“During the past year wages paid 
to the employees of the veneer fac- 
tory amounted to $82,62847. while 
the amount expended for veneer 
logs amounted to $94,510.00. Wages 
for operating the sawmill totalled 
| $17,277.22 with purchases of logs 
amounting to $29,695.57.” 

An advertisement in the / Press 
| contains a notice to loggers inform- 
ing them that no further bolts or 
logs will be accepted by the comp- 
any. 

A spokesman for the firm told 
“The Post” last weekend the break 
with the union came over the mat- 
ter of seniority. The union wanted 
plant-wide seniority, he declared; 
and the firm desired only lmited 
seniority. The trouble with plant- 
wide seniority, he explained. was 
that a good man in a section of the 
plant would have to be laid off be- 
fore a man of lesser ability but 
with more seniority. “We found it 
hard to get rid of the less product- 
ive people under the plant-wide 
‘seniority system.” the spokesman 
stated.

IT IS ‘AGIN THE LAW’ 

A number of Lindsay motorists and other drivers 
who happen to be in town and leave their cars parked 
onthe street overnight, are surprised these mornings to 
awake and find them gone. The surprise is heightened 
when they learn their cars have been impounded for 
a traffic violation and that they must pay the prescrib- 
ed fee (usually $2 in Lindsay) to retrieve them, [t prob- 
ably was enlightening for these motorists to learn that 
they had committed an offense but the fact remains 
they did, however innocently. 

Police Chief John Hunter has explained the nature 
of the offense and cites Lindsay bylaw No. 2088 and 
a section of the Highway Traffic Act as the basis for 
the action. The local bylaw reads: “No vehicle shall 
park on any street for an unreasonable length of time.” 
(The chief notes that it has been deemed in other 
courts that overnight parking an unreasonable 
length of time.) 

The Highway Traffic Act, Sect. 48, sub-section 9, 
states “no person shall park or leave standing any 
vehicle whether attended or unattended upon any high- 
way, (every street in town is regarded as a highway 
by authorities) in such a manner as to interfere with 
movement of other traffic or the clearing of snow from 
the highway. 

Sub-section 10 of the same section of the Act 
states that “‘a constable or officer, appointed for carry- 
ing out of the provisions of the Act, upon discovery of 
any vehicle parked or left in contravention of sub-sec- 
tion 9, ora municipal bylaw, may cause it to be moved or 
taken to, or placed, or stored in a suitable place and 
all costs and charges for removing, care and storage 
shall be a lien on the vehicle which may

thereof, if any, 
be enforced in the manner provided in the Mechanics’ 
Lien Act.” 

It’s ‘agin the law’ to leave a vehicle parked on a 


street or highway overnight, according to the best av- 
ailable interpretation of the laws governing such things. 


HOW SAFE IS YOUR CHILD 
IN A SCHOOL BUS? 

The question above is posed in the caption*of an 
article in the February issue of “Imperial Oil Review”. 
Tt is an especially apt question in this age when so 
many of our children travel to and from school in 
We reprint excerpts from the article, not to 
needlessly alarm people, but rather focus attention 
on the growing need for taking every precautionary 
measure to ensure the safety of children in transit. 

Quoting from the article we read: 

“During this school year, an estimated 400,000 
Canadian elementary and secondary school pupils 
will be driven an estimated 70 million miles to and from 
their classrooms. 

Their safety will mainly depend on three things: 
the skill and judgment of the school bus driver; the 
mechanical condition of his vehicle; and the conduct 
of the children themselves getting on and off the bus 
and during the actual travel. Yet it’s a shocking fact 
that. in the words of Fred Hllis, general manager, 
Ontario Safety League, “Many communities are 
apathetic to these elementary safety factors.” 

Fortunately, to date there have been very few 
school bus tragedies in-Canada. But as highway 
travel conditions become more hazardous our luck may 
not hold out. The number of accidents in recent years 
involving school vehicles should serve as a stern warn- 
ing. During the last six months of 1956 in Ontario, for 
example, there were $1 accidents. British Columbia 
had 27 accidents in 1957—or an average of nearly three 


buses. 


per month over the 10-month school year. No 
statistics are available for all Canada. 
The irony of the situation is that safety experts 


know what precautions must be taken to prevent large 
vehicles from being involved in accidents. The truck- 
ing industry follows their advice eagerly with the 
result that commerical truck drivers have an impressive 
safety record. On the other band, many school ad- 
ministrators fail to follow the truckers’ example. One 
can only conclude that many communities attach 
more importance to delivering a carload of furniture 
or a tankful of milk than they do to transporting their 
children safely. 

Some recent accidents emphasize this 
Near Orono, Ont., a bus carrying 14 high school stu- 
dents stalled while going up a hill and started rolling 
backwards, The brakes failed and the bus rolled over 
an embankment. Four of the children injured. 
There would have been many more injuries had the 
vehicle gone over a much deeper drop nearby. There's 
a good chance that the inefficient engine and the de- 
fective brakes might have been detected before the 
accident, had the been undergoing routine me- 
chanical checks. The’ school bus inspection system 
in Ontario has been improved since then, but in some 
provinces many buses still go several years 
without a thorough mechanical check.

In the Mundare district in Alberta a seven-year- 
old girl alighted from a school bus and walked in front 
of it to cross to the other side of the highway.

SCOUTING PROVIDES INTERESTS 
FOR HANDICAPPED YOUTH 


“Scouting is for all boys!” This is 


not just a slogan or a theory—it’s a 
fact. Across Canada there are a total 
of 33 Scout Groups operating with 
blind, deaf, crippled and mentally re- 
tarded boys. [n addition there are a 
great number of handicapped boys at- 
tached to regular Groups. 

Scouting with the handicapped in- 
creased by 20 per cent in 1957 and 
will probably do the same in 1958. 

The adaptability of the Scout pro- 
gramme is perhaps nowhere better 
demonstrated than when it is used 
with handicapped boys. Let’s look at 
a few life dramas. 


Drama 1 

The potatoes were not quite cooked 
and the bread was chopped in hunks 
and not nearly sliced. Grace was said 
and cheerful chatter resounded 
throughout the lunch period. Due to 
the presence of the guests, the charter 
was subdued but now and then it 
flowed over and the boy leader of the 
Patra! had to quieten it down. 

There was nothing unusua) about 
the afternoon programme. Some of the 
Scouts were preparing to leave on 
their 14 mile hike Others had made 
up a2 team and were having a noisy 
game of softball. The Scouters were 
together for a few minutes to ceview 
the days activities and the camp pro- 
grammic. Down in one corner of the 
field, a well constructed monkey 
bridge (quite a pioneering project) 
stoud ready to receive all comers. 

All in all, w seemed like a happy. 
typical Scout Camp. 

Really. the only difference was that 
these Scouts were mentally retarded 
bos fram the Hospital School Troop 
at Souths Falls, Ontario. 

Drama 2 

It was an exciting ball game. 

The rules were stretched a litte be- 
cause the pitcher and batter were in 
whee] chairs, the catchér was on 
crutches and first base had both his 
arms in a cast. However, his feet and

24,000 VOLUNTEER LEADERS

Over 24,000 Canadian men and 
women provide the leadership for 
Canada’s more than 5,000 Wolf Cub 
Packs, 4,000 Boy Scout Troops and 
400 Rover Scout Crews, and every one 
of them gives of time and ability with- 
out remuneration of any kind. These 
are the uniformed leaders of Canadian 
Scouting, but in addition to them there 
are many thousands more who serve 
as members of Group Committees, 
Ladies’ Auxiliaries, and District and 
Provincial Councils and Committees. 
In all more chan 50,000 men and 
women give of their time in the in- 
terests of The Boy Scout Movement 
without thought of reward. Some of 
these leaders haye upwards of 40 years 
unbroken service with the Movement 

To service the membership of more 
than a.quarter of a million boys and 
leaders, the Association employs about 
85 men as Scout Execuuves. These 
serve in the capacity of Field Com- 
missioners in cities and rural areas, and 
as Executives at District, Provincial 
and Canadian Headquarters. The Asso- 
ciation is incorporated by Act of 
Parliament and is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Canadian General Council 
of The Boy Scouts Association with 
headquarters in Ortawa. 

The Canadian General Council 
charters a Provincial Council in each 
of the ten Provinces which have head- 
quarters in either the capital city of 
the province or in the largest city. 
These Provincia) Councils in turn 
charter Regional, and District Coun- 
cils and Committees to operate Scout- 
ing in defined areas. 

However, it is the volunteer force 
of leaders which make Scouting pos- 
sible for more chan a quarter of a mil- 
lion Canadian boys. Speaking at_the 
annual meeting of the Canadian Gen- 
eral Council in Toronto last year, Mr. 
Rhys M. Sale, President of the Council 
(and President of the Ford Motor 
Company) said of these leaders:—“Ie 
is their dedication, their devotion, their 
sacrificial offer of unnumbered hours 
in selfless service that are the greatest 
assets of the Movement.”

‘Rover Moot in 
Alberta in ‘59 


Hillsdale in Banff National Park wil) 
be the scene next August of Canada’s} 
third national Rover Moot. A Rover| 
Moot is similar to a Jamborce, except) 
thar it is for Rover Scouts (age 16-23) 
and their leaders. 

Canada’s first Rover Moot was held 
in Ontario near Guelph, and the sec- 
ond in New Brunswick. 

The site of the Third Moot is a 
grassy meadow once used as a camp- 
site for Canadian Pacific Railway 
crews during the construction of that 
railway. It is locited in the valley of 
the Bow River axd is completely sur- 


Construction 1s expected to 
begin in the spring of 1959 on 
the new national headquarters 
building for the Canadian Boy 
Scouts Association in Ottawa. 
The new headquarters, fifth since 
the Movement was incorporated 
by Act of Parliament in 1914, 
will be located on the Base Line 
Road on the southern city limits 
in the Capital. It will face south 
and will be erected next to the 
new Laurentian High School 
which was opened in the fall of 
1958. 

First headquarters the Scout 
Movement in Canada was in the 
Banque Canadien Nationale Building 
in Ortawa, later moving to more spaci- 
ous quarters on Wellington Street. 
where the Confederation Building 
now stands. Third headquarters was 
also on Wellington Street and served 
unc! 1931 when the present head- 
quarters at 306 Metcalfe Street was 
purchased. Scout population has grown 
from 58,500 when the present head- 
quarters was first occupied. to a 
quarter of a million at the present 
time The present building has become 
quite inadequate to house the offices 
and warehouse 

The new building will comprise a 
two storey section to house the ad- 
ministrative offices and conference 
facilines. and a large single storey 
warchouse will handle the distribution 
of uniforms, books and equipment. In 
tecent years business handled by the 
Stores Department has reached a 
volume of $1,250,000 annually. 

{t is planned that a 60 foot totem 
pole will be erected in front of the 
building and will come from British 
Columbia. The building site borders 
the south end of the Dominion Experi- 
mental] Farm. It will provide ample 
space for parking and the facilities are 

lanned to take care of the needs of 
the Association for at least 10 years, 
during which time it is expected that 
membership will increase from one 
quarter to one half million boys. 

Architects for the new building are 
Belcourt, Blair and Robbie of Ortawa, 
and the building committee is headed 
by Capt. Barry German, (RCN), the 
Honorary Secretary of The Boy Scouts 
Association. 


1,000 Boy Scouts 
and Wolf Cubs 
are Overseas 


Approximately 1,000 Boy Scouts and 
Wolf Cubs, sons of Canadian Military 
personnel serving in Europe, are mem- 
bers of the Canadian Boy Scouts 
Association. 

‘Three Scout Groups are attached to 
Canadian Army bases in Soest, Werl 
and Hemer in Germany, and seven

| Groups are attached to Royal Cana- 


dian Air Force bases, three in France 
at Metz, Grostenquin and Marville: 
three in Germany at Zweibrucken, 
Baden-Soellingen and Ramstein, and 
one in Sardinia at Decimomannu. 

The Army Scouts are officially 
known as the Canadian Red Patch 
Groups (Earope), and the Air Force 
groups as, Canadian Maple Leaf 
Groups (Europe). 

Wing Commander G, L. Pincock is 
District Commissioner for Maple Leaf 
Groups and Capt. Roy Savoie for Red 
Patch Groups. 

These overseas Cubs and Scouts 
follow exactly the same programme 
as their brothers in the Movement in 
Canada, They do however have the 
advantage which few Canadian Scouts 
have of regularly camping with 
brother Scouts in France, Belgium, 
Holland, Germany and other, Euro- 
pean countries. 

Training courses are planned for 
the leaders and many take advantage 
of their proximity to the United King- 
dom to take Gilwell Wood Badge 
Courses at Gilwell Park, the inter- 
national Scouter Training Centre in 
England.

LIFE OF FOUNDER — LORD BADER-POWEL 
TO BE COMMEMORATED FEBRUARY 22 


At hundreds of church services 
thousands of Wolf Cubs. Boy Scouts 
and Rover Scouts together with their 
leaders will pay tribute to the memory 
of Lord Baden-Powell, Founder of 
the Boy Scour Movement, on the 
102nd anniversary of his birth Febru- 
ary 22nd. 4 

Lord Baden-Powell was born in 
London, England in 1857, the son of 
the Rev. Professor Baden-Powell. He 
attended the famous Charterhouse 
School and heading the army exami- 
nations he was commissioned in the 
13th Hussars of which he eventually 
became Colonel-in-Chief. He served 
in campaigns in India, Afghanistan and 
South Africa, and as a British spy in 
Europe. His life as a spy formed the 
basis for his book “The Adventures of 
a Spy”. 

Baden-Powell gained lasting fame 
through the Defence of Mafeking in 
South Africa, when with only 800 
men, he held off the surrounding Boers 
who numbered eight to ten thousand 
men for 217 days undl relieved. 

During his military career he wrote 
a book “Aids to Scouting", which was 
designed to assist in the training of 
army scouts. On his return to England, 
he found the book being used by boys’ 
organizations as a source of pro- 
gramme material. 

In an effortto revise the programme 
for use by boys, he held an experi- 
mental camp in July-August, 1907. As 
a result of this experience he re-wrote 
his book and called it “Scouting for 


SERVE INDIANS AND ESKIMOS IN N.W.T. 


Penetrating well beyond the Arctic 
Circle, the Boy Scout Movement is 
the only youth training programme 
operating in Canada’s far north. In its 
work in the far reaches of the Arctic 
barren lands the Association has the 
active support and co-operation of the 
Department of Northern Affairs and 
the Northwest Territories Council. 

Each year, with financial assistance 
from this Department a Scout official 
visits the scattered Scout Groups in 
the Territories. On a recent trip the 
Chief [Executive Commissioner for 
Canada, Fred J. Finlay, accompanied 
by C. S. Matkin of the Alberta Pro- 
vincial Council, visited Fort Smith, 
Yellowknife, Fort Rae, Coppermine, 
Port Radium, Fort Franklin, Fort 
Norman, Norman Wells, Fort Good 
Hope, Aklavik, Tuytoyaktuk, Fort 
MacPherson, Fort Simpson, Fort Pro- 
vidence, Hay River, Fort Vermillion 
and Fort Resolution.

At the time of the last visit there 


were nine Boy Scout Troops with 195 
boys, and seven Wolf Cub Packs with 
163 boys in the Territories. Prospects 
were bright for the organization of six 
new Scout Troops and seven new Cub 
Packs. 

The difficulty in obtaining leaders 
is more pronounced in che far north 
than in the more settled areas of 
Canada. Government officials, Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, school 
teachers and Anglican and Roman 
Catholic priests provide much of the 
leadership. 

New teachers going into this north 


country now undergo a brief Scout 
orientation course at Canadian Head-

Boys”. This was published in 1908 in 
six formightly parts, and was intended 
for existing boys’ organizations. So 
successful was this book that groups 
of boys all over England formed them- 
selves into Patrols and Troops and 
called themselves Boy Scouts, and thus 
the Boy Scout Movement was born— 
really quite unintentionally. 

So rapidly did it grow that King 
Edward VII knighted Baden-Powell in 
1909 and suggested to him that he

Based Pursuits — 


Sea Scouts are Boy Scouts and Sea 
Scouting is a branch of the Boy Scout 
Movement. Its only difference from 
regular Scouting is that it provides a 
Programme based principally upon 
activities on and around the water. 

Sea Scouts follow nautical customs, 
traditions and courtesies with particu- 
lar emphasis on the Scouting skills of 
swimming, rescue work, knotting, 
splicing and signalling, plus Sea Scout- 
ing’ skills of seamanship, chart and 
compass work and the operation of 
canoes, skiffs, sail and power boats. 

This small (1,607) but extremely 
active branch of the Movement has 
groups operating on both coasts and 
on practically every major inland 
waterway in Canada, Sea Scouts assist 
in many ways in patrolling dangerous 
waters, placing rescue equipment, aid- 
ing boatsmen with local information 
and facilities, and learning their local 
waters and boating regulations, 

Many deeds of heroism in water and 
ice rescue can be told where Sea 
Scouts, through their special training 
and knowledge of local conditions, 
were prepared and able to effect 
rescues, 

Seamanship is a natural inheritance 
of every Canadian boy. Sea Scouting 
weaves into this inheritance the ideals 
of Scouting summed up in the Scout 
Promise and Law.

would be serving his country well if 
he gave up his military career to 
direct the growth of the Boy Scour 
Movement. He was then a Lieutenant- 
General and Inspector of Cavalry. 
Soon the Movement spread to other 
parts of the then British Empire, in- 
cluding Canada, and then to almost 
every civilized country in the world. 
From the 20 boys who attended that 
first experimental Scout Camp in 1907 
the Movement has grown to a mem- 
bership of over 8,000,000 boys in 87 
different countries today. One of the 
members of that camp, Lord Rodney 
is now a Canadian citizen, resident at 
Fort Saskatchewan, Alberta.

Baron Baden-Powell of Gilwell by 
King George V in 1929 on the occa- 
sion of the Coming-of-Age Jamboree 
at Birkenhead in England. Shortly 
after the 2nd World War broke out 
he retired-to his beloved Africa where 
he died in Kenya on January 8th, 
1941, a few weeks before the 84th 
anniversary of his birth. 

His widow, the Dowager Lady 
Baden-Powell is the Chief Guide of 
the World. Baden-Powell was survived 
by two daughters, Heather and Betty, 
and one son Peter, the present Lord 
Baden-Powell. 

His remains lie buried in Kenya, 
and a memorial to Baden-Powell was 
erected in Westminster Abbey.

By 1919 membership had increased 
to 25.000 and in the next four years 
following the conclusion of the first 
world war membership doubled. 

By the ume the second world war 
started membership had the 
100,000 mark, but was sharply reduced 
during the war years because the vast 
Majority of Scout leaders were serv- 
ing in the armed services. Immediately 
the war was over membership started 
to climb from 98.477 in 1946 to over

With a better organization and faci- 
lies to service the Movement, it is 
anticipated that by the time Canada 
‘celebrates irs centenary as a nation in 
1967, the Scout population will have 
reached 500,000 members. 


Conservation is 
Constant Effort 
‘For Boy Scouts 


Although conservation has always 
been a feature of Boy Scout training, 
especial emphasis on this important 
subject has been given in recent years 
with the introduction in 1956 of four 
special Conservation Proficiency 
Badges. In that year the Association 
conducted a nation-wide conservation 
“Good Turn.” 

Even the younger members of the 

Movement, the Wolf Cubs, do their 
part by building bird sanctuaries, 
helping with bird counts, assisting in 
clean-up campaigns in the home and 
the community, and working for the 
conservation of human life through 
safety campaigns. 
_ For many years Scouts have been 
active in the reforestation programme 
in many provinces. In New Brunswick 
and Briush Columbia hundreds of 
Scouts are Junior Forest Wardens. [n 
many parts of Canada there are Scout 
forests, planted many years ago by 
Scouts and maintained by them. Some 
of these forest lots are 30 years old. 
It has been estimated thar Canadian 
Scouts in 1958 alone planted more 
than half a million trees.

A VERY ATTRACTIVE FLAG 

The Canadian Ensign makes a very attractive flag 
as it flies atop Lindsay's Post Office and Town Hall. 
It is so very much Canadian that it is almost impossible 
to conceive why people wish to take issue with it, 
especially when there is an apparent desire to adopt a 
national flag and since there seems to he- little hope 
of ever arrivng at a design for a ‘distinctive Canadian 
flag” which would appeal more to everyone than the 
‘Ensign. 

We believe the federal government was wise. to 
to shelve discussion on the flag issue for the time be- 
ing and it might be a good idea ifthe municipal govern- 
ment here did the same thing. The mayor has stirred 
up a-bit of controversy by having the Canadian Ensign 
hoisted over the Town Hall-and in doing so he has 
made it very clear that even in Lindsay the people are 
sharply divided on the subject of a national flag, some- 
thing which many persons thought had been deter- 
mined years ago when the federal government of that 
day approyed the Canadian Ensign for federal build- 
ings 

However, confining this discussion of a national 
flag to the loca] level, one thing seems to be overlooked 
in the criticism of Mayor Burrows for hoisting the 
Canadian Ensign and that is that his opponents are 
just as determined that the Union Jack will he flown as 
he ig to fly the Ensign. This divorces the matter of a 
national flag from the issue entirely and it boils down 
to “this flag right or wrong’. This sort of thing will 
resolve nothing and only create hard feelings. It might 
be expedient for the Town Hall to dispense with its 
flagpole for the time being (it’s reported to be pretty 
shaky anyway) and fly both the Union Jack and the 
Canadian Ensign from standards placed on the build- 
ing and facing the street. This way everyone should 
be happy and the situation would be resolved pending 
federal disposition of the flag issue.

ANSWER: “Frightening” is the 
word for it. When doctors come in 
on a full-blown croup case, the | 
entire household is usually in panic, | 
its various members scurrying help- | 
|Jessly here and there like so many) 
bewildered ants. As you suggest, a 
little knowledge might neutralize 
excess emotion and promote prompt | 
alleviation of symptoms, 

First, what is croup? It is really 
a laryngitis. The swelling of fhe 
tissues causes narrowing of the air 
passages. Result? The little child 
has difficulty getting enough air) 
into: his lungs. The attack can oc- | 
cur at any age; but it is most) 
|.common between one and six years. 
*Because he can’t get sufficient air 

the child becomes frightened and 

aggravates the condition. | 

The croup may be preceded by | 

a cold; sometimes, as in your child 

Mrs. JJ., he is apparently well. 
; The child may get up at night 

with a loud, barking cough. He 
| seems to struggle for air. His tem-| 
| perature may be around 101. 

Croup is often caused by a@ virus 
similar to those which cause the | 
common cold. Sometimes there are| 
complicating bacteria like the n-| 
fluenza  baccillus, staphylococci, 
streptococci and pneumonia germs. | 
And lastly, we must always consider 
| the possibility of diphtheria. 
| It is for this reason that the 
child who has not been immunized | 
| against diphtheria—especially if he 
seems very sick—should get a dose! 

of diphtheria antitoxin. The doc- | 
tor may also decide to administer) 
antibiotics. 

What to do before the doctor 
comes? The first essential is emv-| 
| tional control and composure( more | 
| easily said than done). If you are 
scared the child will sense it and} 
get worse. | 

Next, close al] windows. Get him 
to breathe in a steam-filled room 
or compartment. The quickest way 
is to get him Into the bathroom 
and run a hot shower. 

If he has a moderate attack, he 
will soon be breathing more com-! 
fortably. In the meanwhile, have| 
someone heat up a@ hot kettle anc! 
place it near the child’s crib. (Be) 
| Sure it’s not close enough to burn. 
Put a sheet over the sides of the 
crib and direct the steam under 
it.

Making your child vomit often 
relieves the throat spasm and eases | 
| breathing. Therefore always have} 
syrup of Ipecac on’ hand and sive} 
him a teaspoonful. That will do th e| 
trick. 

If he begins to improve within{ 
| the hour—fine. He will probably 
get through the night and be prac- | 
tically over it in the morning. How- 
ever, if the child js still blue in| 
| the face. if his breathing Js still | 
labored: ‘better be sure the doctor 
| comes. Tf you can’t get him, bring 
the child to the hospital yourself! | 
| In sever cases there may be need} 
for a tracheotomy.

In addition to its responsibility for maintaining and checking man-made precision clocks 
with the celestial clock, Canada’s Observatory at Ottawa also has the responsibility 
for keeping the country on ume. Sur observations, taken with the Orcawa Photographic 
Zenith Telescope, determine the correction and rates of several quartz cry stal clocks 
which are used as primary standards. Similar clocks, corrected daily from these standards, 
provide the correct time for Canada. Mrs. “Bunny” Crawford above gives the exact 


time to everyone who phones her number. 


The moon camera is designed to hold the moon fixed against a background of stars 
for a 10- to 20-second exposure. A circular filzer intercepts the image of the moon 
reducing its brightness one thousand times. At the same time che filter tilts at a uniform 
speed causing the image of the moon to be displaced backwards the exact amount of 
its forward motion through the stars. In the photograph above each star is idenufied 
with its special catalogue number. The stars have ‘been accentuated for the purpose 
National Film Board of Canada Photos by Gar Lunney.

PLEASANT POINT WHARF

Editorial 


A SOFT ANSWER 

The truth of the proverb which philosophizes that 
“a soft answer turneth away wrath” was borne out 
at Monday night’s special meeting of Lindsay's 


~ Council. 


A number of citizens of the town, including a fair 
block of Chamber of Commerce representatives, turn- 
ed up for the special meeting at which Mayor Lloyd 
Burrows had announced he would answer a charge of 
“failing to give leadership to Council’ preferred— 
against him by Deputy-reeve Harry Peirce. To those 
who sat in the audience, it was apparent that there 
was a certain amount of expectancy .. . In other 
words people were there to witness fireworks, fire- 
works which never came off. 

Mayor Burrows conducted the meeting in an or- 
derly tashion, first dispensing with routine business 
and then coming to ‘Item 4’ on the agenda which 
called for him to speak to the charge (actually he 
spoke to three charges or allegations, all of which 
had to do with leadership expected of the mayor) 
of failure to give leadership. There was no ‘heat’ in 
the mayor’s reply, only amazement that after 14 


months as head of the Council he should suddenly | | 


be accused of failing to give leadership, He promised 
councillors that he would look into the allegations 
carefully and after due investigation and study, re- 
port back to them on his findings. To Deputy-reeve 
Peirce he said he bore no malice because he felt Mr. 
Peirce hed acted for the benefit of the town, “I thank 
you very much for bringing this to my attention, so 
that this condition, if it exists, can be remedied,” 
Mayor Burrows told him. 

The meeting was without ‘sound or fury’ and 
Uhere were no outbursts of temper, in fact it was 
extremely orderly throughout, the only bit of heat 
which was generated coming when the flag issue was 
dealt with briefly. 

Deputy-reeve Peirce is within his rights to criti- 
cize the mayor and bring to the attention of councillors 
any shortcomings which he believes existed in his 
worship’s handling of municipal affairs. This is not 
an unusual development. The mayor, on the other 
hand, has every right to examine the criticism and 
see what he can learn from it. 

There is one suggestion we would make to coun- 
cillors in connection with such situations and that is 
to reserve criticism of any member of council’s con- 
duct until he is present to hear the charges in detail 
and not have them relayed second-handed. This 
course prevents any unnecessary misunderstandings 
and makes the issue clear to the one being taken 
to task. 

Mayor Burrows’ soft answer to the charges against 
him undoubtedly had the effect of turning aside any 
wrathful feelings. Tactful leadership could easily re- 
pair any breach in relationships with fellow council- 
lors.

A GROWING NEED FOR IMPROVING 
THE FARM SAFETY RECORD

A couple of weeks ago several members of the 
staff of the Dept. of Agriculture at Lindsay attended 
the Farm Safety Conference in Guelph. While there 
they heard several significant talks relating to the 
poor safety record of the farming industry and sug- 
gestions for improving it, In his weekly letter to the 
people of this county, Agricultural Representative Le- 
Roy Brown includes a report of a test survey carried 
out in Bruce County . . . It cites statistical and related 
data as revealed by the survey's findings. We believe 
this information will be of special interest to district 
farmers and may prove helpful in avoiding some of 
tne common hazards of their occupation. Quote the 
findings of the survey: 

“At the end of the year, figures showed that the 
loss for this one County due to farm accidents was 
more than $200,000, which would average at least fifty 
do}lars loss to each farm in the entire County. The 
survey showed the greatest number of farm accidents 
are caused by falls, that is, fallimg down hay chutes, 
falling from ladders or falling off buildings. The 
second most frequent type of accident was that caused 
by machinery and in most cases, these accidents were 
much more serious and much more costly. Farm ani- 
mals were responsible for causing the third most 
numerous type of accident. Accidents caused by ma- 
chines on the farm depend on the number of units 
of machinery being operated, the number of people 
working around these machines, the hurry and speed 
in the operation of these machines and the degree 
of fatigue of the operator, All people operating farm 
machines safely should know the machine well and 
its potential.” P 

While on the important subject of farm safety, 
we would also like to quote a paragraph from the 
current issue of Saskatchewan News,. official publi- 
cation of the government of that province: 

CHILD OPERATION HAZARDOUS 

“The practice of allowing young children to ride 
on tractors, and older children to drive them, was 
repeatediy brought before the farm safety conference. 
The Saskatchewan Vehicles Act states that “no per- 
son under the age of 16 years shall drive a motor 
vehicle or tractor upon a public highway,” but there 
is no restriction on children driving a motor vehicle 


or tractor either on the farm or on a road that is 


not a public highway. It was suggested that since 
legislation against this practice might impose an 
scoromic hardship on some farmers, an exception 
might be made in the case of 14- or 15-year-olds ap- 
proved by some board or authority as being qualified. 
The conference agreed to sound out the attitude of 
farm organizations on this question.”

A STRIKE AND THE LAW 

On Monday, January 12th, 1959 The Honourable 
L.R. Curtis, Attorney General of Newfoundland, 
issued a statement which was prompted by incidents 
took place on the limits of Anglo-Newfoundland 
Development Company Limited in connection with the 
loggers’ strike in Central Newfoundland. The follow- 
ing is an extract of the statement made on that oc- 
casion: 

“As the Queen’s Attommey General in Newfound- 
Jand and the one man more than any other who is 
responsible for keeping law and order in this Province, 


I feel I must say something to help our people to a clear _ 


understanding of the law in the present loggers’ strike 
in Central Newfoundland. As the Queen's Attorney Gen- 
eral in Newfoundland, I have nothing to do with the 
quarrels of the strike, nothing to do with the dispute 
between the Union and the Company. I have nothing 
to do with the right or wrong of the strike. My only 
duty is to see that the law is not broken by either 
side. When there is no strike on, no citizen has any 
right to hold up a truck or car on the Queen’s high- 
way, no citizen when there is no strike on has any 
right to interfere with another man’s property. No 
citizen when there is no strike, has any right to ob- 
struct another citizen. When a strike does come on, 
the strike does not give anybody any right whatso- 
ever that he did not have before the strike. A thing 
that was unlawful before the strike is unlawful when 
the strike is on. Men do not have the lawful right to 
do anything while a strike is on that they do not have 
the right to do before the strike began ... The law 
provides that: 

1) All public roads must be open all the time to 
the Queen's subjects who want to use them lawfully 
and peacefully, 

2) No person is allowed by law to stop, touch, 
interfere with or obstruct any other citizen in the use 
of the public roads. 

3) No citizen is allowed by law to use force or 
violence against another citizen on the public roads 
or private roads or anywhere else. 

4) No citizen is allowed by law to threaten to use 
force or violence against another citizen on the public 
roads or anywhere else. 

5) No citizen is allowed by law to interefere with 
another citizen’s property on the public road or any- 
where else.

Pickets are not allowed to lay hands on 
other citizens, or to threaten to do so. They are allowed 
to carry placards or signs saying that the strike is on 
but these signs must be peaceful in their wordings.”

‘The Unemployment Insurance | 
Commission of Canada is calling up- 
on employers and employees to work 
together to prevent unscrupulous- 
ness from creeping into the mach- 
inery. It asks for this co-operation 
in a special dispatch. 

“At this time of year,” the com- 
mission states, “it is not unusual to 
hear remarks passed about persons 
who would rather draw their unem- 
ployment Insurance benefits than 
work. The implication is that 
there is no particular difficulty a- 
bout doing 50. 

“The fact 1s, however, that every 
person who Is in receipt of benefits 
must declare, every time he receives 

money from the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, that he is 
able, ready, and willing to work 
Moreover, anyone refusing an offer 
jof suitable employment is likely to 
be disqualified from receipt of bene- 
fit. 

“In order, however, to test the sin- 
cerity (or insincerity) of a person's 
_declaration that he is able, ready, 
: and willing to accept work, the 
UIC must have a suitable joo op- 
ening to which that person can be 
referred. Here is an area in which 
employers might well work more 
closely with the Commission.

The snowshoe making industr 
is reported to be experiencing oe 
of its best years in a long time. 
At least that’s the word from the 
Dept. of Lands and Forests, Lind- 
say District. 


“Snowshoeing, the time honored 
mode of winter travel, is becoming 
more popular each year, both 05 
an enjoyable pastime for sports- 
minded individuals and through | 
sheer necessity for many others 
who make their living in the great 
outdoors.” The current department 
| bulletin states: 

“This winter's heavy snowfalls,” 
it; goes on to say “have made any 
| travel off the beaten path virtually 
impossible without the aid of snow- 
shoes. Thus a demand for them 
has been created which has com- 


pletely depleted most suppliers 
available stock. 
“ Possibly the best know makers 


of the Ah-go-mugs or snowshoes, 
in this part of Ontario at least, 
| are the Avery brothers, in the vil- 
lage of Whitney, bordering the Eas- 
tern gate, on highway No. 69, | 
to famed Algonquin Park. 

“Here in the smal] workshop be- | 
hind their home, a staff of four 
to five craftsmen are kept Dusy 
from November to April each year, 
fashioning about 200 pairs of 
round, pointed and bear paw snow- 
shoes. The shoes may vary in 


Snowshoeing so stepped-up 
makers can’t keep abreast 


jJength from about 36" for the 
young fry to 60” for long stepping 
adults. 

“Because an extreme)y tough and 
durable wood is required to with- 
stand the rugged usage to which 
the shoes are subjected, only the 
very best of white ash is used. 
The wood is cut into the required 
shapes and sizes, mounted on tem- 
plates, steamed for about two hours, 
bent and then left for about ten 
days to dry into shape. Then the 
shoes are laced, using many yards 
of wet» leather. The - subsequent 
drying tightens the leather to the 
necessary tautness, This lacing op- 
eratfon is so rough on the hands 
that a man can only work at it 
for three or four days at a time 
before seeking relief. 

“This year, according to the Av- 
erys, the demand for their shoes 
has been far greater than expected 
and for the first time, they have 
had to return to the bush to cut 
more white ash logs. 

“While the thought of wading 
through snow, encumbered by 
large web like attachments on the 
feet, appears very difficult and un- 
attractive to the novce, snowshoe- 
ing is a sport that can be mastered | 
in a surprisingly short time, and 
one that will provide many hours 
of healthy outdoor recreation for 
the entire family. Why not try it 
and see for yourself!”
